| Mr. McGillivray said there were three 
questions each elector should ask him 
|self or herself before voting. War 
there any corruption? Did the gov- 
ernment know about it? And if they 
did know did they take the necessary 
steps to stop it? He then proceeded 

» prove by the sworn evidence te 
during the invesigation that there 
had been graft and corruption of thr 
worst kind going on in the Customs 
department. By reading corrospond- 
ence to members of the government, 
including Mr, King, himself, he prove! 
that, a parish priest in Quebec; the 
Social and Moral Reform League in 
Nova Scotia and the Commetcial Pro 
tective association had advised dif- 
ferent departments of the government 
of the maladministration on the part 
of government officials, as far back 
as May, 1924, yet it was not unti! 
December, 1925, that Mr. Duncan was 
put on to investigate. Even while this 
investigation was going on, conscien- 
tious officials were dismissed from 
the service and others against whom 
charges were made were given promo- 
tions. It was not until Hon. H, H. 
Stevens demanded immediate action 
that anything was done to curb the 
smuggling and bootlegging which had 
been going on for some time. With 
the proof that there was corruption. 
that the government knew about and 
that they had failed to act, there war 
only one way for Canadians who still 
demand national honesty and decency 
in running the affairs of the country, 
to vote. That is to put the party 
guilty of this abuse of office out of 
power, 

Speaking of tariff Mr, McGillivray 
pointed out that in Hamilton Mr. King 
believes in safeguarding the industries 
while Mr. Meighen calls it protection. 
In the west Mr. King preaches tarif/ 
reductions while Mr. Meighen stil 
preaches protection. 

Mr. King’s old age pension bill i 
on a par with his reforming the sen- 
ate. Both were just a,gnove to catch 
votes. Mr, Meighen’s policy for old 
age pensions ig in keeping with the 
resolution passed by beth the Alberta 
and Saskatchewan legislature which 
none of the provincés are in sympa- 
thy with Mr. King’s bill. 

Mr. McGillivray said that.Uir. Meig- 
hen’s proposed solution for placing 
Alberta coal on the eastern market 
should appeal to every elector in Al- 
berta as this province has fourteen 
per cent, of the known coal deposits 
of the world and the development of 
cur mines would furnish employment 
to thousands of miners and a wider 
market would supply our railroads 
with that much additional freight. He 
also drew. attention to the fact that 
all the Liberals, including Dr, Ger- 
shaw, voted against the resolution of 
Mr. Davis to give Alberta her resour- 
ces without any strings attached to 
the bill. Mr. MeGillivray closed with 
an ppeal for the support of Mr. Black- 
stock, the Conservative candidate in 
this constituency.
